DON GIOVANNI 


ACT I 


Scene 1. Don Giovanni, escaping after attempting to ravish 
Donna Anna, is challenged by her father. They fight. The old 
man is killed. Anna and Ottavio swear vengance. Giovanni 
and Leporello flee. 


Scene 2. They encounter Donna Elvira (Ah chi mi dice) a 
former mistress of Giovanni, who leaves Leporello to recount 
his master's exploits (Madamina). 


Scene 3. They meet a wedding group and Leporello is told 
to get rid of the groom, Masetto so that Giovanni may seduce 
the bride, Zerlina (Duet: La ci darem). Elvira intervenes 
(Ah! fuggi). Anna and Ottavio arrive and Elvira warns them 
against Giovanni. The Don claims she is unbalanced, but 
Anna recognises his voice. (Or sai chi l'onore). Ottavio 
promises to comfort her (Dalla sua pace) and leaves. 
Giovanni plans a party (Fin ch'han dal vino). 


Scene 4. Zerlina assures Masetto that nothing has happened 
(Batti, Batti) but Masetto watches her with Giovanni. The 
Don takes them both to his party. Anna, Elvira and Ottavio 
arrive, masked. 


Scene 5. Leporello tries to get rid of Masetto. Giovanni 
takes Zerlina out of the ballroom. Her screams are heard. 
Giovanni tries to blame Leporello but they are both 
denounced. In the confusion they escape. 


ACT Il 


Scene 1. Leporello threatens to leave but changes his mind. 
Giovanni is pursuing Elvira's maid. He changes cloak with 
Leporello and they succeed in persuading Elvira to come 
down. She leaves with Leporello. Giovanni serenades the 
maid (Deh vieni alla finestra). Masetta and others arrive in 
search of Giovanni now disguised as Leporello. He sends all 
away save Masetto whom he attacks and leaves. Zerlina 
finds and comforts Masetto (Vedrai carino). 


Scene 2. Leporello is discovered in Anna's palace. He 
pleads for mercy and escapes. Ottavio asks the others to 
look after Anna (Il mio tesoro) while he goes for the police. 
Left alone Elvira laments her betrayal by Don Giovanni whom 
she still loves (Mi tradi). 


Scene 3. In a churchyard Giovanni and Leporello discuss 
the evening. A voice from the dead Commendatore's statue 
warns them to repent. Giovanni tells Leporello to invite him 
to supper. The Statue accepts. (O statua gentillissima). 


Scene 4. Anna and Ottavio, who thinks they should marry 
soon. She puts him off. (Non mi dir). 


Scene 5. Giovanni at supper is served by Leporello. Elvira 
arrives to plead again with the Don. As she turns to leave she 
Screams in terror. Leporello tries to keep the Statue out. 
The Statue bids Giovanni to repent. Refusing, he is dragged 
into hell. 


Finale. The others come in search of Giovanni. Leporello 
explains. In a final chorus they moralize tongue in cheek.
